Remembering ‘lives’ are at stake 


Having watched from the sidelines for so long. | 
have made several observations concerning the 
iranian controversy The first observation is that too 
many people are too quick to advocate force as a 
solution to this crisis We must remember that 
American lives are at stake, both the hostages and 
any soidiers who might be committed to some action 
against Iran. There are situations when the use of 


military force is both necessary and proper — and 
this crisis May yet precipitate such action but it 
should be used only in the fast resort. when 


negotiation fails to resoive the crisis 

My second observation is that Iranian students 
are, for the most part, unfairly targeted by angry and 
frustrated Americans whose desire to strike back at 
lran Causes them to seek scapegoats for their anger 
Such behavior has resulted in deplorable incidents 
of beatings and destruction of iranian-owned 
property. But the Iranian students in this country 
are, in a sense, as much victims of circumstance as 
the American hostages in Iran. | am not condoning 
their anti-American rallies on some campuses -- my 
own first reaction was to want them deported 
Rather, | am now advocating restraint and reason on 
the part of the American people 

My third observation concerns the Carter Ad 
ministration’s handling of the affair in my view, the 
president has acted superbly and decisively. For ex-

ample, his initial decision to rule out force (a 
decision he properly reversed recently) was not an 
error but a necessity. in order to prevent a possible 
massacre of the hosiages by their jittery captors 
Furthermore, his order to cease oil imports from tran 
was a necessary step to prevent the Iranian leader- 
ship from using their oil as a lever in negotiations 
And. lastly, he nas stated a clear and unquestionable 
policy of non-adherence to the Iranian terrorists’ 
demands a necessary decision to discourage 
similar incidents from occurring elsewhere in the 
worid 
This crisis is the gravest external threat this coun- 
try has faced since the 1973 Arab oii embargo, with 
the outcome just as clouded by uncertainty. But 
Carters firm handling of the situation and clear 
policy Nas the support of the entire free world — a 
condition that has not occurred for the United 
States in along time Perhaps most importantly, the 
president has shown that we do not have to brandish 
ut sword to demonstrate Our great power, but 
rather that we possess the wisdom and maturity asa 
superpower to act with restraint and work to 
promote a peaceful solution even in the face of a 
most Outrageous and provocative terrorist attack

Fifty signatures must 
be submitted within five academic 
days following the election to 
begin the invalidation process 

Hawkins said he expects to sub- 
mit the petition requesting in- 
validation of the election by Friday 
if that happens the Election Board 
must hold a hearing on the validity 
of the election. Their deter- 
mination can be appealed before 
the Board of Justice 

However, at the present time 
there is not a full BOJ since only 
four of the five required members 


have been appointed 
pointed to that five member board 


The Election Board has not sub- 

- mitted a budget for the fall election 

but the election is expected to cost 
bout $1,100

McAmis said a budget has not 
always been submitted in the past 

The $1,100 figure includes a 
stipend for Stevens of about $350 
Stevens said that is the same 
amount paid for the stipends in 
both the fall and spring elections 
last year 

Weich said $350 might be 
“questionable,” but he added it is 
the election coordinators res 
ponsibility to insure the election 
“runs smoothly” from the begin- 
ning of the campaigning to the end 
of the vote count 

‘I don't think, for the amount of 
work that is involved, that $350 is 
that much out of line,” McAmis 
said 

in choosing the election coor 
dinator the senate turned down 
ASI President Joe Gibson's ap 
pointment, Curtis Richards, who 
said at the time he would not take a 
stipend if he received the position 

McAmis said the elections 
should be a part of the budget 
process. “This has been a problem 
year after year after yeay’.” he said 
‘The elections are sort of jostin the 
shuffie during the budgetary 
process. No funds are en 
cumbered to pay for them 

The money for the elections will 
come out of the ASI Government 
Office budget, which was 
allocated $21,510 this year

them (the nuclear industry) at a 
proper cost,” Hughes added 
Hughes suggested solar power 
as an alternative to nuclear power 
Butterworth said it was not a viable 
option in the near future, adding 
that 82 percent of California's elec- 
trical power was produced by bur- 
ning au and gas, which he said 
could not be replaced by solar 
energy 


Jacob said nobody has ever 
been killed as a result of the 
commercial production of nuclear 


energy. “That accident did not kill 
anybody, will not kili anybody,” 
Butterworth added. referring to 
Three Mile island 

“I think you ought to 
understand that the Three Mile 
Island accident is not nearly over 
as the Kemeny Commission (the 
presidential commission which 
investigated the causes of the in- 
cident points out,” !bser said. “For 
instance, ail that stuff (the radioac- 
tive water) is still in the con- 
tainment.”

This film differs from its two 
predecessors Victory at 
Entebbe” and “Raid on Entebbe 
in that the earlier pieces were done 
by American film crews and 
Operation: Thunderbolt" was 
made by an Israe'i film company 

The fact that this fiim was made 
and researched by Jewish people 
lends a certain integrity to the 
production anc trector 
Menahem Golan has attempted to 
create a kind of documentary at- 
mosphere that at times is very 
effective 

But, taken as a whole 
‘Operation: Thunderbolt” is not 
greatly superior to the two 
American films about Entebbe 

One of its assets is that the ac 
tors are Jewish and relatively 
unknown, so the viewer isn't wat- 
ching Richard Dreyfuss or Charles 
Bronson trying to portray Israeli 
soideirs, and can concentrate 
more fully on the story itself 

Another nice feature of this film 


is that none of the Israeli 
Passengers are overblown into 
caricatures, unlike “Victory at 


Entebbe” which had Helen Hayes 
hamming up a side of bacon as the 
old Jewish woman who was taken 
to a Ugandan hospitai and fater 
murdered by Idi Amin's minions 
Unfortunately, director Golan 
fails in this regard with the soldiers 
who designed and performed the

Making up for some of these 
flaws are its occasional and

| hope someone elise films this 
story again, and iets the events, 
and the emotional reality of the 
story carry the weight, instead of 
making what is inherently 
dramatic into something that is at

Others were initially 
attracted by Marley's hymns to his 
religicus sacrament, marijuana 
But the real strength of reggae is 
the music itself, heavily accented 
rhythms that feel good. During op- 
timai conditions the bass is thick 
enough to fee! 

Over the years the Wailers have 
changed, but not Marley. in 1974 
Tosh and Bunny Wailer ieft the 
group to record on their own. The 
new focus of the group was 
reflected in the new moniker, Bob 
Marley and the Wailers. The band 
retained the guts of the old band 
Aston “Family Man’ Barrett on 
drums and his brother, Calton 
Barrett on bass. There may not be 
a better rhythm section in reggae 
Since the group's reformation, a
